To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Royal  Borough  of  New  Windsor. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1952. 

As  in  former  years  I  have  included  those  health  services 
for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  for  as  elected 
representatives  of  the  community  I  believe  you  should  be 
presented  with  an  overall  picture  of  the  health  and  health 
services  of  the  Borough.  If  the  Borough  Council  is  not  respon¬ 
sible  for  certain  services,  in  the  event  of  any  dissatisfaction 
each  of  you  can,  as  individuals  or  as  representatives  of  various 
organisations,  express  your  views  to  the  County  Council. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  change  during  the  year  involved 
the  Lawns  Day  Nursery,  when  an  attempt  was  made  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  to  make  it  financially  self-supporting.  The 
chaos  which  resulted  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a  decision  was 
made  by  the  County  Council  before  the  Area  Health  Sub¬ 
committee  could  express  any  opinion.  Eventually  concessions 
were  made  which  were  in  keeping  with  the  opinion  expressed 
by  the  Sub-Committee,  but  in  the  meantime  the  nursery  had 
been  emptied  of  children. 

It  is  now  clear  that  for  the  benefit  of  children  irrespective  of 
financial  implications  to  the  families,  the  need  for  a  nursery 
exists.  If  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  is  to  serve  any 
useful  purpose,  and  I  am  certain  that  it  can,  then  its  views 
should  at  least  be  sought  and  considered,  especially  on  such 
an  important  local  question  as  a  day  nursery. 

In  dealing  with  statistics  I  have  had  to  point  out  to  some 
members  of  the  Council  the  danger  of  misinterpretation  when 
dealing  with  a  small  series  of  cases  and  for  that  reason  it  was 
decided  to  exclude  the  figure  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  from 
the  monthly  reports  to  the  Health  Committee. 
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Every  effort  continues  to  be  made  to  diagnose  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  as  early  as  possible  and  the  Chest  Clinic  at 
Kipling  Building  has  in  the  past  year  greatly  expanded  its 
capacity  for  dealing  with  suspects. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year  and  there  were  3  deaths  from  the  disease. 
(Deaths  not  necessarily  among  the  14  cases  notified.)  Compared 
with  20  notifications  and  5  deaths  in  the  previous  year  there  is 
no  justification  for  undue  satisfaction,  as  statistically  speaking 
there  has  been  no  great  change. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  the  comparative  rarity  in  recent 
years  of  complications  after  measles,  is  largely  due  to  the  use  of 
Sulfa  drugs,  Penicillin  and  Antibiotics.  Although  I  have  no 
figures  to  support  it  my  experience  suggests  that  fewer  compli¬ 
cations  arise  or  need  treatment.  This  must  largely  be  due  to 
the  general  good  health  of  the  children  involved,  and  the  best 
insurance  against  complications  is  a  sturdy  child  free  from 
chronic  nose  and  throat  infections. 

I  have  dealt  here  with  Tuberculosis,  and  the  epidemiology 
of  Measles  together  with  other  infectious  conditions  will  be 
considered  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Again  I  pay  tribute  to  my  willing  staff  and  also  thank  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement  and  help. 
A  special  word  of  praise,  however,  is  deserved  for  all  those 
voluntary  workers  and  especially  the  ladies  who  assist  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  It  may  not  be  fully  appreciated  but  it 
would  be  virtually  impossible  to  function  adequately  without 
their  services.

I  can  make  little  constructive  comment  on  the  deaths  of 
infants  under  4  weeks  old.  Unless  a  post  mortem  examination 
by  an  experienced  pathologist  is  carried  out  in  each  case  there 
is  too  much  doubt  as  to  the  actual  cause  of  death.  Such  terms 
as  “  Prematurity  ”  and  “  Atelectasis  ”  are  too  indefinite  unless 
other  conditions  have  been  excluded  by  detailed  examination. 

Something  can  be  learned  from  the  babies  who  die  in  hospital 
and  who  have  post  mortem  examinations,  but  only  by  the 
study  of  hundreds  of  cases  can  any  real  opinion  be  formed. 
It  is  not  a  matter  which  one  likes  to  press  at  the  time,  but 
enlightened  parents  might  encourage  a  doctor  who  hesitates 
to  suggest  a  post  mortem  by  an  experienced  pathologist. 

It  will  be  seen  that  half  the  infant  deaths  under  1  year 
occurred  before  the  baby  was  one  week  old.  Thereafter  only 
respiratory  infection  was  a  real  danger.

Poliomyelitis 

Recent  reports  from  the  World  Health  Organisation  state 
that  both  in  America  and  in  Europe  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease  was  considerably  higher  than  during  the  previous  year. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  in  Windsor  during  1952,  three  of 
which  were  of  the  non-paralytic  type.  There  were  no  cases 
in  the  Borough  during  1951,  and  three  in  1950. 
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When  the  disease  is  prevalent  one’s  interest  must  not  be 
confined  to  the  limits  of  the  Borough.  A  very  close  liaison  is 
preserved  between  the  health  departments  of  Windsor,  Maiden¬ 
head,  Eton  and  Slough  as  well  as  with  the  county  districts 
around  Windsor. 


Measles 

The  incidence  of  Measles  during  the  past  7  years  has  been 
as  follows  :

After  a  marked  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  community  the 
percentage  of  children  who  are  immune  to  the  disease  rises  so 
that  in  following  years  the  incidence  is  usually  lower.  After 
two  or  three  years  as  infants  grow  up  the  percentage  of  immune 
children  falls  and  when  it  falls  below  a  certain  figure  another 
epidemic  may  be  expected.  Epidemics  occur  usually  every 
two  years  in  towns,  and  last  from  the  end  of  October  till  the  end 
of  the  following  June.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  high  figures 
for  1950  and  1951,  but  the  incidence  in  1952  might  have  been 
expected  to  be  rather  less.

During  the  year  there  were  17  inward  transfers,  14  outward 
transfers  and  8  recoveries  reported,  giving  a  total  of  161  cases 
on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1952. 
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There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  of  a  case 
which  was  not  previously  notified. 

All  will  agree  that  every  effort  must  be  made  to  combat 
this  disease  but  it  must  be  considered  with  a  balanced  mind 
and  not  stressed  to  the  exclusion  of  everything  else.  The 
national  resources  must  be  shared  wfith  other  demands. 

At  the  moment  it  is  easy  for  anyone  to  have  a  chest  X-ray 
and  the  public  as  a  whole  regard  tuberculosis  in  a  much  more 
open-minded  manner.  In  1951,  of  about  2,000  people  who 
volunteered  for  Mass  Radiography,  2  cases  of  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  discovered.  Twto  thousand  represents  a 
small  proportion  of  the  adult  population  of  approximately 
19,000  in  Windsor,  but  many  others  must  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  facilities  provided  when  the  X-Ray  unit  wras  in  Slough. 
It  is  doubtful  if  many  active  and  undiagnosed  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  of  more  than  a  short  duration  exist  in  Windsor. 

Ideally,  a  chest  X-ray  every  year  in  those  between  15  and 
30  years  of  age  would  avoid  undue  delay  in  diagnosis  but  this 
does  not  seem  to  be  economically  possible  at  present.  As  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  lowered  and  more  cases  are  diagnosed 
early,  less  time  and  money  it  is  hoped  wall  have  to  be  spent  on 
treatment  and  so  still  further  resources  can  be  concentrated  on 
prevention.  As  the  number  of  cases  are  reduced  so  will  pre¬ 
vention  become  easier,  but  it  will  take  time  and  patience. 

In  viewr  of  the  more  intense  campaign  and  early  detection 
of  the  disease  it  would  not  be  surprising  to  find  some  increase 
in  the  rate  of  notification  for  at  least  a  few  years,  but  once  early 
detection  becomes  the  rule  the  numbers  notified  should  not 
increase  unless  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
occurred. 

At  present  in  Windsor  wre  may  consider  that  during  the  past 
two  or  three  years  we  have  experienced  an  increase  in  early 
diagnosis.  The  Chest  Clinic  has  greatly  expanded  its  capacity 
for  diagnosis  and  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  was  at  Windsor  during 
1951  and  in  Slough  during  1952.  No  doubt  many  Windsor 
residents  availed  themselves  of  its  close  proximity  then. 

It  therefore  seems  satisfactory  that  no  increase  in  the  rate  of 
notification  has  occurred  during  the  past  few  years,  although  I 
cannot  too  often  stress  that  statistics,  when  dealing  with  a 
comparatively  small  population,  must  be  considered  with  reserve. 
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NURSERY  &  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT,  1948 

Child  Minders 

Quite  a  number  of  children  are  cared  for  during  the  day  by 
neighbours  when  the  mother  is  out  working,  and  even  if  this  is 
for  monetary  gain  there  is  no  obligation  on  registration  unless 
three  or  more  children  are  cared  for. 

The  Health  Visitors,  however,  in  the  course  of  their  duties 
have  compiled  a  list  of  children  known  to  be  daily  minded,  so 
that  special  attention  may  be  paid  to  their  welfare.  At  the 
same  time  I  think  tribute  is  due  to  certain  good  ladies  who 
take  children  into  their  homes  during  the  day  (not  necessarily 
for  remuneration)  and  do  their  best  to  provide  a  substitute 
for  the  care  that  should  be  provided  by  the  mother.  It  is 
realised  that  some  mothers  must  work  to  support  their  children, 
but  no  encouragement  should  be  given  to  those  in  normal  cir¬ 
cumstances  with  a  working  husband. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  charges  made  by  some 
daily  minders  is  not  much  less  than  the  maximum  rates  charged 
at  the  Lawns  Day  Nursery.

The  Play  Centre  has  ceased  to  function,  but  there  is  a  new 
private  residential  nursery  at  Forest  Park,  Winkfield  Road. 
This  nursery  is  well  run  by  an  experienced  staff.  The  majority 
of  cases  are  sent  by  the  London  County  Council. 
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Lawns  Day  Nursery 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  charges  for  children  attending 
the  Lawns  Day  Nursery  varied  from  a  minimum  of  2s.  per  day 
to  8s.  per  day  according  to  means.  When  a  child  was  considered 
as  a  “  Special  Case  ”  a  somewhat  lower  scale  of  charges  applied, 
although  the  minimum  still  remained  at  2s.  per  day. 

“  Special  Cases  ”  refer  to  those  children  who,  if  they  were 
denied  day  nursery  care,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  suffer  hardship  by  reason  of — - 

{a)  housing  accommodation  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
health  or  welfare  of  the  child  ;  or 

(b)  the  absence  of  a  responsible  person  to  mind  the  child 
in  its  own  home  unless  both  parents  are  living  together 
and  the  mother  of  the  child  is  in  employment  ;  or 

(c)  any  other  special  circumstances. 

Boarded-Out  Children 

Children’s  Hostels  and  foster  parents  for  “  deprived  children  ” 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Children’s  Officer  of  the  Berk¬ 
shire  Comity  Council.  Although  in  the  case  of  foster  children 
a  fairly  close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Health  Visitors, 
reciprocation  of  information  regarding  transfer  could,  be 
better  in  spite  of  requests  already  made  on  behalf  of  Health 
Visitors. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Last  year  I  discussed  at  some  length  the  endeavours  being 
made  to  encourage  expectant  mothers  to  have  their  babies  at 
home  unless  their  accommodation  was  not  suitable.  I  also 
expressed  the  disappointment  that  the  rate  for  home  con¬ 
finements  in  1951  was  the  same  as  hi  1950.  That  was  19%. 
This  year  I  am  glad  to  report  that  home  confinements  amounted 
to  26%  of  the  total.  This  I  feel  is  not  entirely  due  to  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  housing  situation  as  a  whole,  but  is  in  part  due  to 
Health  Visitors  who  reassure  expectant  mothers  that  their 
homes  are  suitable  for  confinements.  They  frequently  magnify 
small  difficulties  in  relation  to  home  confinements  only  to  find 
that,  when  the  matter  is  sensibly  discussed  with  the  Health 
Visitor  or  Midwife,  reasonable  solutions  are  found. 

Ante-natal  clinics  continue  to  be  carried  out  by  myself 
at  Kipling  Building  for  a  large  proportion  of  those  who  will  be 
confined  at  home  by  the  midwives.  Some  attend  their  own 
doctors  for  ante-natal  care  and  others  take  advantage  of  both. 
Incidentally  it  is  not  uncommon  for  a  case  to  be  attended  only 
by  a  midwife,  nor  is  it  necessary,  I  suggest,  that  the  presence  of 
a  doctor  is  always  necessary. 
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Some  practitioners  carry  out  their  own  ante-natal  examin¬ 
ations  and  give  efficient  and  adequate  care  during  that  period, 
but  few  will  arrange  a  blood  test  for  a  lady  expecting  other  than 
her  first  baby.  The  taking  of  blood  is  a  simple  procedure 
and  the  only  efficient  way  of  determining  the  haemoglobin 
(iron)  content  of  the  blood  which  bears  important  relationship 
to  the  health  of  the  infant.  I  have  offered  my  services  in  this 
respect  or  it  can  be  done  at  the  Hospital  Laboratory.  It  is, 
however,  a  procedure  that  is  still  neglected  in  too  many  cases. 

If  adequate  ante-natal  care  is  not  given  to  a  particular  case 
by  any  other  arrangement  then  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority 
to  provide  it  or  at  least  to  fill  in  the  gaps.  It  is  unreasonable 
to  expect  a  midwife  to  deal  with  a  case  about  which  she  has  not 
been  given  all  details  which  are  desirable.  Unfortunately, 
The  National  Health  Service  Act  only  demands  that  a  prac¬ 
titioner  shall  carry  out  two  ante-natal  and  one  post-natal 
examinations  to  justify  his  payment.  In  spite  of  this,  however, 
most  practitioners  who  undertake  this  work  in  Windsor  give  a 
reasonable  number  of  examinations. 

Those  ladies  who  regularly  attend  the  Clinic  of  the  local 
authority  are  examined  on  two  occasions  by  Mr.  Finlaison,  the 
Obstetrician.

The  number  of  post-natal  attendances  is  disappointingly 
small.  When  the  baby  is  born  many  women  seem  to  forget 
about  their  own  well-being,  especially  if  they  have  no  symptoms 
of  which  to  complain.  Post-natal  examination  is,  however,  an 
important  precaution  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  encourage 
mothers  to  accept  it.

The  figures  show  little  variation  from  last  year.  The  total 
number  of  new  attenders  under  1  year  suggests  that  a  very  high 
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proportion  of  the  total  births  attend  the  clinics.  Actually  the 
figure  this  year  is  higher  than  the  number  of  births,  but  would 
be  accounted  for  by  new  infant  residents  in  the  town  who  were 
born  elsewhere.  Windsor  has  quite  a  proportion  of  changing 
population  on  account  of  families  associated  with  the  military 
establishments.  It  would  be  possible  to  give  an  accurate 
proportion  of  children  born  in  the  town  who  attend  the  clinics, 
but  the  information  it  would  give  would  be  of  little  value. 
Health  Visitors  continue  to  visit  more  frequently  in  the  home 
those  children  who  do  not  attend  the  clinics  regularly. 

Toddlers  Clinics  are  held  for  those  between  2  and  5  years 
and  individual  invitations  are  sent  at  regular  intervals.  This 
avoids  losing  touch  with  a  child  in  those  important  years  of  its 
development  prior  to  school  entry. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  have  shown  great 
enthusiasm  in  arranging  educational  demonstrations  in  the 
clinics.  Emphasis  was  laid  on  Food  and  Vitamins,  Clothing 
and  Footwear  and  Accident  Prevention.

The  above  figures  show  the  number  of  Windsor  residents 
confined  in  the  various  institutions.  These  figures,  however, 
represent  only  a  proportion  of  the  total  work  dealt  with  at  these 
places. 

Although  there  has  been  a  fall  in  the  number  of  births  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  District  Midwives  are  attending  more  cases — 
105  compared  with  75  in  1951. 

Excellent  services  are  now  available  to  the  midwife  who  is 
suddenly  confronted  with  an  unexpected  complication  in  a  home 
confinement  and  when  no  doctor  is  in  attendance.  The  Old 
Windsor  Hospital  Flying  Squad  Maternity  Unit  can  rapidly  be 
summoned.  This  consists  of  a  doctor  and  nurses  specialised  in 
this  work  complete  with  equipment  for  blood  transfusion  or 
manipulative  procedure  as  may  be  necessary. 

A  premature  baby  unit  at  the  hospital  can  adequately  deal 
with  those  unexpected  early  births  on  the  district. 
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SECTION  24— Health  Visiting 

This  most  important  branch  of  the  health  service  continued 
to  function  well  throughout  the  year  and  we  were  not  handicapped 
by  illness  or  resignations  among  the  staff.  A  few  minor  admin¬ 
istrative  alterations  were  made  so  that  even  less  of  the  nurses’ 
time  was  spent  completing  documents  in  the  office. 

The  work  involved  in  reporting  on  the  suitability  of  home 
circumstances  for  confinement  is  still  considerable.  It  is  hoped 
that  re-education  of  the  public  to  consider  home  confinement  as 
usual  will  eventually  remove  the  need  for  this  work,  but  I  doubt 
it  will  not  be  for  several  years  yet. 

A  general  duties  nurse  would  still  be  an  asset  when  linked 
with  the  School  Health  Service. 

Stress  is  to  be  made  next  year  on  fireguards  for  special 
types  of  fires,  but  as  these  are  not  yet  available  in  Windsor  the 
manufacturers  and  retailers  are  being  approached  on  the  matter. 
There  is  little  point  in  telling  a  mother  the  type  of  fireguard 
she  needs  if  she  cannot  obtain  it  in  her  local  hardware  store. 
During  1952  the  Health  Visitors  have  had  to  be  content  with 
advising  parents  to  obtain  the  common  type  of  fireguard  which 
is  not  suitable  for  many  modern  electric  fires. 


SECTION  25— Home  Nursing 

This  service  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  w^as  discussed  in  some  detail  last  year  and  has 
continued  as  before.  The  problem  of  the  chronic  sick  who  cannot 
be  admitted  to  hospital  due  to  lack  of  accommodation  has 
appeared  to  be  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  the  District  Nurses  have  made  7880  visits 
and  dealt  with  408  new  cases.

The  figures  show  some  increase  on  those  of  last  year  and 
generally  the  position  is  satisfactory.  Health  Visitors  estimates 
show  that  71%  of  children  under  five  years  are  immunised 
against  diphtheria. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  does  not  reach  such 
a  high  percentage  but  is  becoming  more  and  more  the  accepted 
procedure  with  infants.  Parents  are  being  encouraged  to  take 
advantage  of  this  whooping  cough  immunisation  in  the  first 
three  months  of  life  before  diphtheria  immunisation  is  com- 
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menced,  because  in  the  first  twelve  months  and  especially  in 
the  first  six  months  of  life  whooping  cough  is  a  disease  liable  to 
produce  serious  complications  and  the  death  rate  at  this  age 
is  considerably  higher.

This  service  has  expanded  slightly.  The  bulk  of  the  work  is 
directed  towards  the  helping  of  old  people,  but  the  possibilities 
of  the  service  are  limited  and  one  cannot  always  give  the  service 
that  is  demanded.  I  have  previously  stressed  the  importance 
of  relatives  and  neighbours  doing  their  share  in  assisting  those 
who  need  help  in  the  home,  but  at  the  same  time  I  am  confident 
that  Windsor’s  Home  Help  Service  is  among  the  best  in  the 
country  and  quite  comparable  to  that  in  the  large  County 
Boroughs. 

SECTION  51 — Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  and  Mental 

Deficiency  Acts 

During  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  forcibly 
remove  one  old  lady  from  her  home  after  certifying  her  in  the 
presence  of  a  magistrate.  This  was  a  particularly  troublesome 
case  and  a  warrant  had  to  be  obtained  to  force  an  entry. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 
Section  47 

Briefly,  under  this  section  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may 
apply  to  a  court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  to  have  persons 
removed  to  suitable  accommodation  who — 

“  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  Ifvng 
in  insanitary  conditions  ;  and 
( b )  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  atten¬ 
tion.” 

One  old  lady  from  the  Almshouses  was  dealt  with  in  this 
manner. 

It  is  often  difficult  enough  to  find  suitable  accommodation  in 
old  people’s  homes  and  Part  III  accommodation  in  hospitals 
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for  those  who  are  willing  to  go  there,  but  I  have  not  infrequently 
been  approached  by  friends  and  relatives  and  sometimes  members 
of  the  Council  to  ask  for  my  assistance  in  arranging  admissions 
to  old  persons  homes.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  individuals 
have  not  wished  to  move  and  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  justify 
action  under  the  paragraphs  of  Section  47  described  above. 

It  must  be  realised  that  this  is  one  of  the  safeguards  of  British 
Law  which  does  not  lightly  allow  the  rights  of  the  individual  to 
be  swept  aside. 


OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

Windsor  has  a  really  active  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 
This  is  a  voluntary  organisation.  There  are  Old  People’s  Clubs 
in  several  areas  of  the  towm  and  numerous  social  functions  and 
outings  are  arranged  by  other  voluntary  organisations.  Visits 
are  paid  to  the  house  bound  and  bedridden  and  especially  to 
those  living  alone,  but  this  work  calls  for  many  more  volunteers. 
Several  organisations  assist  in  this  work  and  it  is  a  worthy 
social  service  on  the  part  of  any  individual  who  can  spare  a  few 
hours  to  call  on  lonely  old  people  and  let  them  know  that  they 
are  not  forgotten. 

The  W.V.S.  continues  to  run  an  excellent  meals  service. 
Meals  are  provided  at  moderate  cost  at  the  W.V.S.  Headquarters 
in  Victoria  Street  and  the  “  Meals  on  Wheels  ”  service  wdll 
deliver  meals  to  the  homes  of  those  who  are  unable  to  attend 
either  through  infirmity  or  because  they  live  too  far  from  the 
centre. 


LIAISON 

A  most  satisfactory  liaison  has  been  established  during 
the  year  between  the  Child  Welfare  Department  and  the  Paedi¬ 
atric  Clinic  at  King  Edward  VII  Hospital.  A  Health  Visitor 
attends  Dr.  Pinckney’s  Clinic  each  Friday  afternoon  and  it  has 
been  found  that  this  more  personal  contact  between  the  Depart¬ 
ments  is  most  helpful.  It  is  also  encouraging  for  a  parent  whose 
child  has  been  referred  from  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  to  see  at 
the  Hospital  a  Nurse  she  already  knows  and  to  feel  that  a  personal 
interest  is  being  taken  in  her  child. 

The  Hospital  doctors  also  appreciate  the  information  avail¬ 
able  to  them  through  the  Health  Visitor.  Information  given 
regarding  home  circumstances  or  management  difficulties  can 
be  most  helpful  in  arriving  at  an  accurate  diagnosis  and  often 
suggests  the  type  of  treatment  likely  to  prove  most  adequate. 
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One  Health  Visitor  attends  weekly  for  a  period  of  three 
months,  after  which  time  she  is  replaced  by  one  of  her  colleagues. 

The  liaison  with  the  Chest  Clinic  is  chiefly  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor.  The  Chest  Clinic  being  in  the  same  building  as 
the  Health  Department  makes  this  liaison  very  simple.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  member  of  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Chest  Clinic  and  of  Pinewood  Hospital. 

General  Practitioners  vary  in  the  contact  they  have  with 
the  School  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Departments, 
though  to  some  extent  this  may  be  due  to  some  dealing  wTith  a 
more  limited  variety  of  patients.  However,  it  can  quite  fairly 
be  claimed  that  with  the  majority  of  the  practitioners  in  the 
town  close  and  friendly  contact  is  maintained  with  the  Health 
Department  to  the  material  benefit  of  both. 

A  School  Medical  Officer  knowing  the  school  background  of 
a  child  as  well  as  the  home  circumstances  is  often  in  a  position 
to  advise  general  practitioners.  The  latter  when  faced  with  the 
unpleasant  task  of  saying  a  child  is  fit  for  school  against  a  parent’s 
wishes  can,  if  he  desires,  refer  the  case  to  the  School  Doctor. 
The  issuing  of  certificates  can  be  a  great  source  of  unnecessary 
wrorry  to  a  busy  practitioner  and  many  difficulties  can  be  settled 
by  co-operation  writh  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

It  is  probably  unnecessary  to  mention  the  close  contact  that 
is  maintained  between  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  neighbouring 
areas.  This  is  particularly  relevant  in  connection  with  the 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  and  surveillance  of  contacts. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  is  cesspool  disposal  at  The  Race  Course,  White  Lilies 
Island,  North  Lodge,  St.  Leonard’s  Hill,  Lovejoy’s  Farm  and 
a  few  other  isolated  cottages.  Emptying  is  arranged  by  private 
contract  and  is  not  undertaken  by  The  Windsor  Corporation. 

Home  Park  Lodge  has  a  cesspool  which  is  emptied  by  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department  and  Forest  Park  Residential 
Nursery  has  its  own  new  plant  incorporating  a  trickling  filter. 

The  Castle  has  its  own  sewrage  disposal  plant,  though  some 
of  the  buildings  drain  into  the  town  sewer.  The  sewage  from 
the  more  isolated  buildings  on  Crowm  Land  is  dealt  with  by 
those  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  that  land. 

The  main  town  sewers  take  the  sewage  to  Ham  Island.  The 
method  of  treatment  there  is  now  unsatisfactory  and  a  programme 
of  re-construction  and  modernising  is  under  way.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  routine  samples  taken  show  that  there  is  minimum 
contamination  before  treatment,  but  compatible  with  a  satis¬ 
factory  raw  water  supply.  After  treatment  all  samples  were 
satisfactory  bacteriologically,  but  on  occasions  a  complaint  is 
received  of  the  chlorine  taste. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  is  moderate  and  is  chemically 
satisfactory.  The  supply  has  been  adequate,  but  some  doubt  is 
felt  regarding  the  adequacy  at  the  summer  peak  periods. 

HOUSING

The  general  situation  has  improved  in  the  past  twelve  months 

although  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 

There  are  those  who  ask  for  priority  in  rehousing  on  medical 
grounds,  but  if  all  these  were  favourably  considered  there  would 
be  less  accommodation  available  for  the  normal  healthy  indi¬ 
vidual.  It  would  seem  reasonable  that  in  rehousing  considera¬ 
tion  should  be  given  to  each  type  of  applicant,  such  as  :  Medical 
(including  Tuberculosis),  Overcrowding,  Substandard  Property, 
Old  People,  Single  Persons  and  even  Newly-weds.  At  least 
some  newly  married  couples  should  be  given  a  reasonable  start 
in  life,  instead  of  having  to  live  in  rooms  or  with  in-laws. 

Difficult  though  it  is  to  cover  all  cases  some  form  of  classifi¬ 
cation  is  necessary.  The  type  of  house  available,  of  course,  has 
made  it  difficult  to  give  a  reasonable  share  to  all  types  of  applicant 
but  the  future  building  programme  will  make  available  more 
units  of  accommodation  for  families  of  two  people,  many  of  whom 
are  old  couples.  Single  units  are  also  needed  and  of  course 
all  this  is  intimately  linked  with  any  plan  for  a  Clearance  Area. 

During  the  year  Clewer  New  Town  and  South  Place  were 
surveyed  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  a  Clearance  Area. 

Work  under  Sections  9,  10  and  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
has  been  restricted,  greater  use  being  made  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  building 
repairs  and  the  possibility  of  many  substandard  houses  within 
the  Borough  not  being  repairable  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

Owners  of  tenanted  property  have  not  taken  advantage  of 
loans  which  may  be  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act  1949,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  improvement  of  property 
which  could  provide  satisfactory  housing  accommodation  for 
many  years.  The  reluctance  of  tenants  to  agree  to  the  payment 
of  increased  rents  in  the  event  of  improvement  being  carried  out 
has  deterred  one  owner  from  proceeding  with  a  scheme  affecting 
approximately  20  houses.

4.  Housing  Act,  1936. — Part  IV. — Overcrowding. 

No  survey  having  been  carried  out  since  1935,  the  number  of 
overcrowded  houses  in  the  Borough  is  unknown.  Figures 
received  from  the  Borough  Accountant  show  that  at  the  31st 
December,  1952,  there  were  812  names  on  the  waiting  list  for 
Council  houses  and  that  the  number  of  families  rehoused  during 
the  year  were  as  follows  :

Efforts  to  secure  improvements  at  the  Slaughter-house 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  were  unsuccessful.  Structural 
defects  appearing  in  the  roof  timbers  which  carried  the  weight  of 
the  dressed  carcases  resulted  in  slaughtering  being  limited  to 
sheep  and  pigs  for  a  period  and  ultimately  to  the  closing  of  the 
slaughter-house. 

Supplies  of  home-killed  meat  to  the  butchers  are  now  obtained 
from  slaughter-houses  outside  the  Borough,  mainly  from  Beading. 
Cessation  of  slaughtering  in  Windsor  has  led  to  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  carcases  examined  at  the  depot  of  the  Wholesale 
Meat  Supply  Association,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  in 
the  report,  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  condemnations  at 
the  depot  and  butchers’  shops.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

Since  the  closing  of  the  slaughter-house  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  dispose  of  small  quantities  of  unsound  meat  loca  lly . 
The  co-operation  of  the  owners  of  industrial  plants  has  been 
obtained  and  the  meat  destroyed  by  incineration.  Larger 
quantities  such  as  carcases  are  collected  by  the  Government 
contractor  for  utilisation  for  purposes  other  than  human  food. 
Other  unsound  food  is  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.

Special  Designations 

Phosphatase  Test  is  a  test  to  show  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation 
and  is  dependent  on  the  destruction  of  the  enzyme  phosphatase 
by  “  legal  ”  pasteurisation  temperatures.  0.25%  of  raw  milk 
added  to  pasteurised  milk  can  be  detected  in  this  way. 

Methylene  Blue  Test  depends  on  decolourisation  of  the  dye  by 
bacteria,  if  present,  when  added  to  milk.  A  sample  of  milk  shall 
be  regarded  as  satisfying  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  if 
between  the  1st  May  and  the  31st  October  it  fails  to  decolourise 
the  methylene  blue  in  4J  hours,  or  if  between  the  1st  November 
and  the  30th  April  it  fails  to  decolourise  the  methylene  blue  in 
5J  hours. 

Test  by  Animal  Inoculation.  This  is  a  test  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  in  milk.  The  organisms  are  difficult  to  demon¬ 
strate  but  samples  if  infected  will  produce  tuberculosis  in  a 
guinea  pig  when  injected  into  that  animal.

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Gerber  Tests 

Fifty -four  samples  of  milk  were  examined  at  the  office  by 
the  Gerber  test ;  50  were  satisfactory  and  4  unsatisfactory. 
These  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the  dairyman  and  were 
from  bulk  supplies  sent  in  by  various  producers.  In  every  case 
where  an  unsatisfactory  result  occurred  it  was  eliminated  when 
the  samples  from  each  churn  sent  in  by  the  producer  were 
averaged.

Until  June  disinfection  was  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
disinfecting  station  at  Dedworth  Road.  Owing  to  defects  in  the 
steam  raising  plant  and  the  high  cost  of  renewal,  it  was  decided 
that  other  arrangements  should  be  made  for  this  work.  Disin¬ 
fection  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Windsor  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee  at  their  disinfecting  plants  at  Old 
Windsor  Hospital  and  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital.
